It is also 
assorted thit two ironolada will leavo Cron- 
atudc shortly to reinforco tho Mediterranean 
squadron. 

Germnn Naval Mliillon In Sicily. 

Rome, Nov. 8. — A privato telegram re- 
porta that tho municipal authorities of 
Syracuso, Sicily, have resolved to offer the 
Italian Government a part of the harbor of 
that port to accommodate German warships 
in caHe Germany requires a naval station in 
the Mediterranean. 

Riiasla Thnnkx America. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 8.— United States 
Ambassador Whito received yesterday an 
address of thanks from tho Russians to tho 
Ameriuan people for aid extended to tho 
starving people of RusbU during tho recent 
famine. 

Rnnimtng or the Klo clc Janeiro. 

London, Nov. 8.— A dispatch from Lis- 
bon says that official confirmation haa been 
given to the report that tho rebel warship 
Republic! rammed and sank tho govern- 
ment transport ateamer Rio de Junoiro off 
tho llriizilian coast latq in Ootober. The 
transport carried 1,300 troops, all of whom 
went under with it. The Rio do Janeiro 
was on the way from Rio do Sul to the 
cap'tal when tho Republica made tho at- 
toclr. 

Bennett's Royal Uuent. 

London, Nov, 8.— A Monaco correspond- 
ent writes that James Gordon Bennett 
entertained tho Grand Duko Alexia, of 
Russia, at luncheon aboard his yacht 
Numouna, last Friday. The Nnmouna went 
In tho morning from Villa Franchato to 
Monaco to take the Grand Duke aboard, 
and returned in the evening. 

Tlie Rose of Virtue. 
London, Nov. 8. — It ie said in Roman 
Catholic circles that the ArchduoheBS 
Stephanio, widow of Crown Prince Rudolph, 
of Austria, will reeeivo the noxt golden rose 
of virtue from the Pope. 

EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY. 



The Government Bill Considered in 
the House of 
Commons. 



Ministers' Peril Lies in the Amend- 
ment Moved Yester- 
day. 



London, Nov. 8. — Few members wore 
absent from the Houbo of Commons thia 
afternoon. The motion to consider the em- 
ployers' liability bill, as amended in the 
standing committee, was to be debated, and 
it was thought possible that tho Govern- 
ment might bo deserted on a motion to 
recommit tho bill to a committee of tho 
wholo houso. Tho proceedings, however, 
wcro exceptionally uneventful. Tne bill in 
question is intended to increase and makeeure 
the claims of working men upon the employ, 
ors in whoso service they aro injured. 
Walter McLaren, Radical for the Crewe 
division of Cheshire, moved tho amendment 
in which the ministers' peril, if there bo 
any, is supposed to lie. Hia proposal was 
that *orkm--ii, under certain conditions, 
should be enabled to exempt themselves by 
contract from the provisions of tho law, 
notably wherever their interests are assured 
by fundo to which the employers contrib- 
uted. The Government opposed thia amend 
monc and many Conservatives opposed it. 
Tho debate was adjourned. 



BRITISH TRADE. 

Imports Increased and Exports Decreased 
Duting the Jlontli of October. 

London, Nov. 8. — Tho returns issued by 
the Hoard of Trade show that during the 
month of October tho imports increased 
£630,000 and tho exports decreased £3,10,- 
000, as oomptred with tho imports and ex 
portB of tho corresponding mouth of last 
year.

Government Successes Almost General— An 
Opposition Rout.

BRITAIN IN AFRICA. 

llorley's Defence of the Government'! Policy 
—They Hail Tried to Maintain 
Pence. 

London, Nov. 8.— John Morloy, chief 
secretary for Irolaud, spoke at Free Trade 
hall, in Manchester, this evening, 
before a largo and Bympathotio 
audience. Ho made a general de- 
fence of tho Government's policy. The 
ministers, ho said, do not intend to sot out a 
cast iron plan for dealing with the Mutabole 
until they Bhould recoive proper in- 
formation on which to base their 
policy. They had tried from the out- 
set to prcservo tho peace, because " unholy 
was tho voico of thanksgiving over slaugh- 
tered men." Sir Henry Loch, governor of 
Capo Colony, would Bend for tho govern- 
ment's approval or disapproval any pro- 
posal which should bo made for u settle- 
ment of the South African trouble.

Critical Position of the Company's 
Troops in Matabele- 
laud. 



Particulars of the Fight— The Mata- 
beles Driven Off -Lobeugula 
in Command. 



London, Nov. 8 — A special dispatch to 
the Pall Mall Gazette, from Johannesburg, 
says Ciptain Kit by, telegraphing the newa 
of the fight between the column and the 
Matabolcs, says that Major Adams and 
Commander Roafo aro surrounded, and that 
reinforcements aro required quickly. 
Captain Kirby also reporta that 
disagreements havo sprung up among 
tho commanders. Tho dispatch adds that 
this latter report is not confirmed. Tho 
enemy conaiated of two largo regiments who 
attacked Major Adams' columnf which was 
strung out in a long lino. The Matabcle 
swooped down on tho rear, hoping to take 
tho British by surprise and overcome them 
before they would have time to rally. 

Tho British, however, wero prepared for 
just Buch a move, the Kamas south having 
warned Major Adams of the approach of 
the enemy. The rear guard dashed to tho 
defense of tho wagonB almost at tho moment 
the attack was made, while, at the Bame 
time, the advance guard turned their 
backs to aid their comrades. Mr. 
Selous was in the thickest of the 
fight and fell while aiding in the defenco of 
tho wagons. Hia wound was dressed, and 
ho remounted bis horse and continued fight- 
ing. The fire of the Matabole was wild. 
British fire told severely on the Matabole. 
The Khamas suffered most, but 
were reinforced by the troopers, and 
they drove tho Matabole off. 
Tho latter lost moro than sixty. The num- 
ber of tho wounded was large. Four of tho 
Khamas were killed. Gambo, a son-in-law 
of King Lobengula, commanded tho Mata- 
belus Major Adams Bays that Lo- 
bengula is now between tho Port 
Charter column, commanded by Major 
Forbes and tho Port Tuli column. The 
Port Charter column consists of 2f>0 mount- 
ed men, with two Maxim guns which are 
supplied with galloping carringe.s, and one 
seven-pounder Armstrong mountain gun 
Commander Roafe sharcB in the command 
of the Port Tuli column. 



BRAZILIAN POLITICS. 

Dom Pedro's Daughter and Her Husband Only 
Waiting an Invitation to Occupy 
the Throne. 

Paris, Nov. 8. — Comte d'Eu, Dom 
Podro'a son-in-law, and an Admiral, who is 
a candidate for a now throno in Brazil, re- 
turned to hia homo in tho suburbs late last 
week, and on Monday gave his first recep- 
tion. Ho lives in the village of Bologno sur 
Seine, just outside Paris. After hia fall 
Dom Pedro visited his son-in-law every 
Monday aftornoon to meet his friends and 
former Bubjeots, who mario Comto d'Eu'a 
place their wcikly rendezvous whenovtr 
they were iu Paris, sjince the Emperor's death 
tho Count and Countess have continued their 
Monday receptions whenever they were in 
town. Tho Monday's receptions were not 
given for many months l>«f"ro tho present 
rebellion in Brtz 1. The Imperial Princess 
was in good spirits. Tho huu^htineas which 
rendered her bo unpopular in Rio Junoiro 
has been toned down somewhat. Her hus- 
band, with bis u-ual uibinity, turned oil 
every reference to poluioi. S-Voral attempts 
were made to draw from him opinions on 
current events iu Brazil, but, ho frustrated 
them alt. Chevalier elo Guimaraez, the 
family'' political adviser, wua less reti- 
cent. After allowing himself to be 
led into a discussion of affairs in 
Brazil, he said substantially : " Ever 
ainco tho Imperial family loft Brazil they 
have not changed their policy of holding 
uloof from polities. Comte d'Eu has known 
nothing of Admiral Mello'a or any other in- 
surgent's plans. Ho desires that Mb name 
be in nowiao connected with the present 
course of events in tho republic. Tho re- 
volutionists liuve received from him neither 
money nor encouragement. Should tho 
Brazilian nation, however, at any time call 
upon the family to resume tho reins of gov- 
ernment, 1 do not doubt that tho Princess 
and her husband would do their duty." 

Tho United Press corresponoent has 
learned from another source, which there is 
every reason to regard with confidence, that 
the Comte d'Eu's private secretary has been 
in Brazil for some time, avowedly to visit 
his relatives, but really to ascertain whether 
the majority of the people would respond to 
a proclamation calling upon them to recog- 
nize tho Princess' tight to tho throne. The 
secretary will arrive here within a few days 
to report as to the results of Iub mission. 
What ho says will probably determine 
whether or not tho Count and his wife will 
give their support to the Mollo party in 
Brazil. 

A' special meeting of the Ladies Auxili- 
ary committee of tho Jubilee hospital was 
held yesterday to closo up tho affairs of tho 
recent hospital bull.

MONTREAL., Nov. 8 —The chief of tho Bay 
of Quinto Indians, Grand River Indians and 
St. Regis Indians, met to day to decide 
upon a platform for a confederacy of the 
North American Indians, independent of 
the United States and Canadian govern- 
ments. No definite plan was deoided upon. 

Sir Charles Tuppcr Returns. 

Montreal, Nov 8 — Sir Charles Tupper, 
Bart., arrived in town yesterday and will 
sail on Saturday by tho Parisian.

WEHTMINSTKK. 

Westminster, Nov. 7. — Justices Mo- 
Croight, Harrison and Bole presided at the 
opening session of tho Fall Assizes to day. 
Tho iutorest in the proceedings was ot the 
keenest, sort oo account of the Pitteudrigh 
and O'Connor murder trials. There wis 
not sufficient standing room in the court 
house for the public. However, tho mui- 
der trials did not come on to day. Peter 
Brown was tried lor an assault on Lucy 
Smith, an Indian woman, and found 
not guilty. The trial of Put/k-k 
Cain and Frank A lams was proceeding 
when the court rose The grand jury 
reporttd to tho court that Beu Kennedy's 
brother huu threatened and was attempting 
to intimidate Uinckly, tho principal witness 
in the O'Connor murder cuae. Judge Bole do- 
sired Deputy Actorney-General Smith to 
proceed at onco against Kennedy. 

A mysterious lire and explosion occurred 
at Cloverdale lust night, which resulted in 
tho total destruction of tho Oddfellows' 
building— a handsome two story structure. 
Tho Qre was discovered in the ceiling at tho 
back end of the storo on the first floor, 
where it had worked through to a shed in 
tho rear. While tffjrts were being made to 
extinguish tho 11 .mes from the outdido a 
torrible explosion occurred, which blew out 
the front and back walls of the building. 
No one waa killed and only one 
was hurt. The crowd, fortunately, 
was at tho other Bido of the building. 
Tho firo then spread rapidly, and the whole 
structure was consumed. The origin of tho 
fire, or the explosion, is unknown, and all 
sorts of rumors of a dynaniito conspiracy 
around. Since Friday evening no person 
h-id been ups'aira, and there had been no 
firo in the building for a week. The ground 
floor waa uo euanted. An inquest will 
probably be held. Loss, about So, 000 ; in-

Motoroian Smith, running on tho line 
between here and Vancouver,, was nearly 
struck to-day by a stray bullet from a hum- 
or's nfl . A glass window in the car along 
side him w<is smashed. Just two weeks 
ago Smith nearly loat his life by a similar 
accident.

The 
receipts of these as also tropical fruits by 
the Warrimoo yesterday will, no doubt, 
affect the murket considerably. Fruit 
sellers' stocks were well nigh exhausted and 
they were disposing of what they had in 
many instances at pricos in advance of those 
quoted below :

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NO PROVOCATION SHOWN. 

The Evidence Adduer-d at the, Coronet's 
luqiiest in the We Don 
Case. 

Yerdict of the Jury-How the Tragedy 
is Descriheii by Witnesses 
of It. 



Dr. Haeell, corontr, yesterday conducted 
a formal inquest as to the cau*o of the death 
of Wo Don, the victim of Monday's tragedy 
at the Saywurd mill. Tho jury— composed 
of MeeBra. James Muirhead (foreman), 
George Walkor, 13 J. Salmon, D. Lindsay, 
J. Merrifiold and John Renouf— after hear- 
ing the evidence of the witnesses, returned 
tho following virdiot : 

" That tho deueased. We Don, came to 
his death from tho effects of a blow on the 
hoad, inflicted by Arthur Carruthors, but 
that there is no evidence to show whether 
or not the blow was premeditated by the 
said Arthur Carruthers." 

Tho interest of tho genoral public in the 
case was shown by tho crowded court room; 
a larije proportion of tho spectators were ot 
course Chinese, umong whom were to bo 
seen red-ehirted or blue-coated Salvationists 
expressing their sympathy by thoir attend- 
ance. Mr. George fowoll watched tho case 
on behalf of the relatives and friends of tho 
deceased Chinaman, Mr. H. G. Hall taking 
copious noteB as the inquest proeeoded in 
the interest of tho prieoner. The latter 
occupied a placo ut the end of tho dock, and 
though calm' and observant, appeared very 
much cast down. Ho listened attentively 
to all tho details of tho evidence and 
frequently consulted his legal adviser in re- 
gard to it. 

Tho evidence of Drs. 0. M. Jones and 
E. B. C. Hauiugtou was entirely profes- 
sional. The former made tho post-mortem 
examination and minutely described the 
wound ii.flicted, giving as tho immediate 
cause of death the formation of an enormous 
clot of blood on the brain, the main artery 
having been rupiurcd. The blow We Don 
had received, though not presenting to the 
non professional eye uny surface indications 
of its violence, must have heen a terriSeono, 
for it fractured tho skull so as to almost 
divide it in two. The split extended from 
ono side of tho head, roand the base of the 
skull to the opposite temple. Tho surgical 
men agreed that tho blow might have been 
given, and vory likely was, by such a piece 
of wood as that produced in evidence — a 
green strip about, rive feet long and three by 
two inches at the smaller end, heavy as iron. 

Dr. Haningtou deposed to having vis 
ited the deoeasi d at 54 FiBgard street on 
Monday evening, when he found upon ex- 
amination a small wound not a quarter of 
an inch long over tho left car. Tho skull 
had been badly fractured, and ho saw at 
once that the man was dying. Ho accord- 
ingly notified the police. The next morn- 
ing he again visited the injured man and 
found his condition unchanged — only that 
ho was much nearer death. 

Tho witnesses as to tho assault itself wore 
three in number— all Chinese Sing Lee, 
who had been wheeling sawdust at the mill, 
described the relative positions of the dead 
Chinaman and the prisoner as they worked 
— Wo Don carrying slabs and laying them 
on a pile, from which Carruthers, standing 
on the other side, loaded them upon his 
cart. Ho heard no high words and saw 
no appearance of quarreling, but saw tho 
prisoner come around the little pile of slabs 
and with a heavy piece of edging striko the 
deceased one blow on tho head, the weapon 
being held by the prisoner in both, hands, 
and the Chinaman being in a stooping post 
tion, not an uggressive attitude, when he 
received tho blow. He admitted that 
was poaaible tho Chinaman might have 
thrown a slab on the prisoner's foot or that 
high words might have passed between 
them, though he neither saw the one nor 
heard the other. The mill was making its 
usual noise and prevented generul conversa 
tion being heard. We Don fell with his 
face to the ground and made no reply when 
the witness lifted him up and Bpoko to him. 

Ah Tsang described the assault exactly as 
had his fellow-countryman, the previous 
witness. The prisoner did not throw the 
piece of wood but held it firmly with both 
hands and brought it down on We Don's 
head aa ho was sioopingon his own side of 
the slab pile. Ho did not Bee or hear any 
quarrel and did not know of any provoca 
tion being given. 

Ah Lai, the third Chinese witness, had 
been working fifteen or twenty rods (the 
Chineao rod is about ten feet) from the 
scene of the ussault, and saw nothing of it. 
Ho was called by Sing Lee after tho occur- 
ence and turned We Don over on his Bide, 
at tho hame time asking him what the 
trouble was. Tho deceased understood and 
replied that tho white man who was haul- 
ing away the slabs had Btruck him — he 
didn't know what for. Ah Lai called tho 
foreman who looked at the email wound on 
tho head and said it was nothing Berious ; 
then he and Ah Lai (the witness) returned 
to work. At twenty minutes to Bix the 
witneBS started for home with the injured 
man, carrying him on his back and reaching 
tho house, at the corner of Government and 
Fiegard streets, at one minute to Bix. 

In reviewing tho testimony for the benefit 
of the jury, tho coroner cautioned the lat- 
tor to dismiss from their minds all that they 
might huve previously heard in regard to 
the case, resting their verdict entirely upon 
the facts contained in the sworn ovidence. 
He regretted that no dying deposition had 
been taken, and pointed out that tho testi- 
mony disclosed not the slightest provocation 
of any sort or kind. Tho terrific character 
of tho blow inflicted was also referred to, 
and tho jury informed that if, in their 
opinion, it had been given with malice — if 
tho aseuult was premeditated— they would 
return a verdict of murder. If, on the 
other hand, Ihey believed tint no malice 
had been disclosed, tneir answer would be 
manslaughter. 

The jury returned with their verdict in 
about ten minutes and wero dismissed. 
Carruthers will he formally arraigned in the 
Police court this morning.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Market Strong the Greater Part of tho Day 
and the Early Transactions Higher. 

New York, Nov S. — Speculation at the 
stock exchange during the greater part of 
tho day was strong. At the opening the 
market fairly boomed and tho first transac- 
tions wero generally at J to 1J per cent, 
higher than on Monday. Thoro was a 
sprinkling of orders from out of town ac- 
counts, and the "boars" were also more 
disposi d to " cover " up. A number of 
these operators were frightened by the 
strength of the market and tho purchases 
for out of town and London accounts. The 
demand was not confined to any special 
group, and the railways and industrials 
alike moved up. Lato in tho day 
London Bold part of tho stock pur- 
chased during " the morning, and this, 
with othor realizations, brought about a re- 
action. In tho early advance, which rungod 
from ,'4 to 2jr per cent., Rhode Island, 
Northwestern, St Paul, Burlington &

the most prominent. After this riso the

STEAMER BURNED. 

Large Number of Persona Drowned and Co 
slderablo Cargo LoBt. 

Noivrn Bay, Ont., Nov. 8. — Tho steamer 
FraBer, running between Franks Bay and 
South River on Lake Nipissing, was burned 
at six last evening about six miles from 
Franks Bay. Seven persons were rescued 
and it is bolieved oighteon or more were 
drowned. Tho causo of tho fire has not yet 
been ascertained. The Fruser was convey 
ine gangs of shantymen at the time with 
hay and lumbermen, and when within ono 
mile of Goobo Island she was burned. 

The steamer was transporting men and 
Bupplies from Calender, on the Grand Trunk 
railway, to Sand Bay. Sho had a scow 
loaded with supplies in tow and 28 men on 
board tho steamer. Only 7 were Baved and 
21 wero drowned. The engine was not 
stopped, and when tho lifeboat was lowered 
it was Btruck by tho paddle-wheels and 
broken. The men jumped and woro alBO 
drowned under the boat. Tho boat's motion 
rendered the saving of life more difficult, 
The fire was discovered at Frank's Bay by 
Indiana, who went to the Fraaer'a assist- 
ance in a Bail boat, When they arrived, tho 
distance being about eight miles, tho steamer 
was burned to the water's edge, and sank 
soon after, in about twenty-five foot of 
water. Only a small bit of smokestack 
marks tho placo. Among the lost are : Mr 
Douglas, the firm's storekeeper, who leaves 
a wife and three children. Five out of 
seven of tho crew. Tho firemen and cook 
wero saved. At 11 a. m. to-day Judgo 
Doran left for tho scene of tho disaster to 
hold an inquest. 

BOMB THROWING. 

Loaded Dynamite MIsbIIps Thrown Into a 
Barcelona Theatre With Terrible 
Results. 

Barcelona, Nov. 8. — Two bombs loaded 
with dynamite wero thrown from the gal- 
lery of the Lyceum opera houBe last night 
while tho performance was going on. Ono 
of them exploded with terrific forco on strik- 
ing tho floor. Tho audienco sprang to their 
feet in terror, while' shrieks and cries of 
agony roso from the lower part of the house 
The wildest coufusion prevailed. Many met 
abandoned their seats and made a desper 
ate ruah for the exits, knocking down 
and tramping upon those in their way, 
without regard to ago or sex. The Beats 
near where the bomb exploded wero 
wrecked. It is reported that fifteen were 
killed and the number of injured iB large. 
Two known anarchists wero urrested in tho 
gallery. When the news became known the 
populace Burrounded tho opera house and 
denounced tho anarchists. It is officially 
stated that the dead uumber fifteen. 

Among the dead are an American gentlo- 
man and a wealthy German and hia wife. 
The American gentleman's wife accompanied 
him. She was uninjured, and is not yet 
aware of her husband's death.

Spreokela was interviewed regarding a re- 
port, telegraphed from Now York, that 
President i'eixito of Brazil was negotiating 
for tho purchase of the Zealaudia. " I 
know nothing of it," said Mr. SpreokelB. 
"I will soil the Zealandiu to anybody who 
will pay what alio ia worth. Tho vessel is 
lying idle and has been for aomo time. 
Whilo wo aro ready to dispose of her, for 
tho reason that wo ha/o no present uso for 
her, we have received no overtures from 
tho Brazilian authorities."

CANADA'S NORTH WEST. 

Tho question has been aaked : How long 
will thero be standing room on tho earth for 
tho human race 1 Seeing the rapidity with 
which the world ia being peopled and ob- 
serving how difficult employment is to bo 
obtained in many countries, some faint- 
hearted people are apt to conclude that tho 
timo ia not so very far distant when tho 
whole planet will be fully occupied, and 
when there will bo no room for new-comers. 
And, at tirat sight, ono is apt to conclude 
that there ia some ground for the ap- 
prehensions of tho timid and for the 
dismal forebodings of the pessimists. 
But reading and reflection must convince 
sensible men and women who are not tiDged 
with hypochondria that the day is still very 
tar distant when tho world will be over- 
' peopled. 

There are yet immense waste spaces on 
the earth's surface which are redeemable 
and which cau be made to produce susten- 
ance for hundreds of millions of human 
beings, and there is no country in existence 
whose productive resources, even in tho 
present state of science, are fully developed 
and are mado to yield the greatest possible 
return to the toilers. 

In our own country thero is an 
immense area— very few people real- 
ize how immense — which is at 
present unused and which ia capable of sup- 
porting a very large population in comfort. In 
tho American edition of the Review of Re- 
views for November there is a highly inter- 
esting paper on The Probabilities of the 
(ireat Northwest, by S. A. Thompson. Tho 
" Northwest " about which the roviewer 
writes is tho whole of the Northwest of 
America. He tells us that the Northwest 
of Canada is greater in area than tho North- 
west of the United States, aud wo infer, 
from what lie says, not inferior in produc- 
tiveness. Respecting the size of our North- 
west, he says : 

The area of the ten Northwestern States, 
as has been shown ubove, ia but S5 ( J,^.')."> 
square miles, while tho area of tho 
organized provinces and districts (cor- 
responding to our States and Ter- 
ritories) ot the Canadian Northwest aggre- 
gates 1,245,305 square miles, aa appears 
from the following table : 

Manitoba 73,000 

Kowatin 100,000 

Assiniboia 95,000 

Saskatchewan. .. . 104,000 

Alberta 100,000 

Athabasca 12:!. 000 

British Columbia.. .'111,000 

Total 1,245,305 eqr. miles. 

This is nearly fifty por cent, greator than 
tho area of tho American Northwest, but 
still beyond theBO provinces and districts 
lies an unorganir.od territory with an area 
of moro than sixteen hundred thousand 
tquaro miles. 

It may bo objected that u very largo pro- 
portion of this groat rogion is so cold as to 
lie uninhabitablo by civilized man, and that 
very largo tracts of it are wholly unpro- 
ductive. 

Tho unproduotivo part of tho Canadian 
Northwest is not nearly so largo as many 
persons imagino. The northern limit of 
productiveness is not by any mcuns well 
donned, and extremo oold for part of tho 
year does not prevent the land yielding 
largo crops during the gonial season. Mr. 
Thompson quotes Dr. Samuel Furry as stat- 
ing " aB a universal fact that tho cultivated 
plants yield tho greatest product 
near tho northernmost limit to which 
they can bo grown. His illustra- 
tions includa every plant known to 
commerce and uaod eithor for food 
or clothing." Ho shows that wheat yields 
moro abundantly at Prince Albort on the 



Saskatchewan, and Fort Vormilion on tho 
Peaco Rivor, than in Iowa or Minnesota. 

Mr. Taylor does justice to the timber and 
tho minerul resourcea of the Northwest, 
und to tho capabilities of its fisheries. Tho 
following is the concluding passage of tho 
article on the Northwest. 

Horo have boon grouped as nowhoro elso 
in all the world, mountain and valley and 
plain, river and lako and sea. Here has 
been stored illimitable wealth in mine und 
forest, soa and soil, und to theso broad 
foundations for a suio prosperity, thero has 
been added a climuto which embraces exactly 
those conditions which uro best adapted to 
produco the highest possible development of 
tho individual and the race. Here gonial 
summer BUUS shall woo tho fruits from 
fertile fields, and winter's atinging cold 
ahull tend alike to physical und morul 
health. Here for a century to como shall 
they who hunger for a homo bo satisfied und 
all tho needs of myriads of men bo satisfied. 

OYSTER PRESERVATION, 

Mr. Krnest Kemp, of Whitatablo, an 
English expert in oyster culturo aud pre- 
servation, has lately .ixamiued tho oyster 
fisheries of liaatern Canada. Ho disapproves 
of many of tho praoticea of Canadian oyster 
liahermen, and tells them plainly that if they 
wish to preserve their oyator beds, they must 
ultor many of their wuys. As an ounco ot 
prevention is worth a pound of cure, it 
would be well if thoBO intorestod in the 
preservation and cultivation of tho oyster in 
British Columbia would take heed to Mr. 
Kemp's warnings and adopt his suggestions 
as far aa they uro applicable to this Province. 

Ho regards a closo season from 
tho 1st of Juno to tho loth of 
September as indispensable to tho 
preservation of the oyster. Ho alao would 
prevent night liahing and Sunday fishing 
Ho advocates giving the oysters us long u 
rest aud as muny rests as possible. Then 
he would not allow oysters to be used or sold 
which uro not fully grown, or nearly so. 
Tho dimensions ho givea would not Buit tho 
Coast oyster, us it is very small, but tho 
principle should bo adopted of leaving im- 
mature oysters on the beda and of throwing 
them back aguin when they uro caught. 
The habit of leaving tho small unniai Rot- 
able oysters on the Bhoro to rot ho properly 
condemns as wantonly wasteful. Tho pres- 
ervation of the young oysters ho regards us 
indispensable if tho oyBter fishery is to be 
saved from destruction. Ho would prohibit 
the use of rakes in catching the oyster, and 
ho recommends tho use of the dredge. 

It is quite time that something should bo 
done in British Columbia to preservo the 
native oyster and to cultivate, if possible, 
the larger eastern species, It is a great pity 
that Mr. Kemp did not visit British Colum- 
bia. He would have given the fishermen 
here many valuable suggestions. Oyster 
cultivation is regarded as an important in- 
dustry in other countrios, and thero is no 
reason that we can see why it should not bo 
introduced and carried on hero. If some- 
thing ia not done, and that pretty soon, 
there will bo no oyators in the waters 
of tho Provinco to preserve. 

A GENTLE APPEAL. ' 

There is a demand for puro newspaper 
literature in the State of California. It ii 
made by tho ladies. They say, in an up 
peal which they havo issued : 

We believe tho time has come for tho 
papers to take a higher stand on the ques- 
tion of public morals. We deploro in them 
" sensationalism," not the oxposure of crimo. 
We deplore " personalities," not the public 
announcement of personal acts. Wo believe 
that it ia a minority of your readers who 
demand sensational, personal or immoral 
detuils rather than tho clean statement of 
facts and truth. There is too often a min- 
uteness of dotail in the reports given of 
crime, wickedness and sensuality, which can 
gratify only prurient and vulgar curiosity 
or awaken such curiosity in in- 
nocent and inexperienced minds. We 
feci that spreading broadcast vicious and 
debasing nowa in our homes and among our 
children, and tho consequent knowledge and 
easy familiarity with jrime in all its forms, 
baa a tendency to lower tho tone of thought 
among tho best of our people and to 
strengthen the worst instincts among the 
morally lower classes. 

It is Baid that ten thousand women have 
signed the appoul. There is a great deal of 
truth in what theso California ladies say. 
That thero are so many of them eager to do 
what they can to raise the tone of the press 
If their State should convinco those news- 
paper editors and proprietors who encour- 
ago sensational writing and reporting be- 
oauBe it pays, that thero is a very large und 
a very influential class in tho community 
to whom such writing and rcportiug is most 
distasteful. Tho mistake they make is 
thut they believe a mujority of their readers 
liko " spicy " news. Tho contrary, we are 
satisfied, ia the caso. The great majority of 
newspaper readers in all Anglo-Saxon com 
munities liko a clean newspaper. There iB 
a claaa, no doubt, which has a taato for news 
that verges on tho improper and the indo 
cent, and this olasa ia noiay and aggreHBivo 
If those who belong to it do not get thoir 
news flavored to thoir taste they uro certain 
to complain and denounce the paper that 
will not pander to them aa "dull." But 
wo never yet know a paper, con 
ducted with evon moderate ability and 
enterprino, to become unpopular becauso 
it was careful to exoludo from its columns 
what was course and demoralizing. If tho 
California editors of really good newspapers 
discouraged sotiBationalism and impropriety 
of all kinds thoy would, wo aro satisfied, bo 
more prosperous than thoy aro. They 
would make tho discovery that tho lovers of 
sensation aro a comparatively small minority 
of their patrons, und that many who now 
barely tolorato their papors would become 
thoir warmest friends and staunchest sup 
porters. 

It may be said that thoro are persons in 
tho community who will have tho news 
drossod up to suit thoir depraved taato. 
Well, that is no reason why decent men 
should do thoir dirty work for them. If 
tho journalists, who themBolvoa dialiko sen- 
sational und corrupting uows, would not 
otnploy or countonunco its purveyors, the 



reform which the ladies uro asking for 
would very soon bo brought about. Dis- 
reputable papors would, no doubt, be 
started, but, if reputable people in California 
are in earnest in their desire to havo a puro 
pross, such papers would ouly circulato 
among tho disreputable and could not livo 
long. 

A DEPLORABLE CONDITION. 

Thero is evidence from a thousand sources 
which goes to show that many of tho states 
of tho Union uro in a deplorably lawless 
condition. So perverted has the moral 
sonso of largo communities become, that 
thoy resort to lawless proceedings to pro- 
servo tho morals of tho community. Thoy 
do evil that good muy come, with wonderful 
zeal und alacrity. Tho lawless conBorvators 
of morals form themaelvea into organiza- 
tions, and, in a corporate capacity, commit 
offences ugainBt tho laws from which thoy, 
as individuals, would ahi ink. Ono of these 
organizations is called tho "white caps." 
This ia what tho Atlanta Constitution lately 
said about tho white caps in tho South : 

In every county southeast of the Missis- 
sippi there are well organized und well 
equipped "white-cap bands. " Noithor lifo 
nor property is sufo in such neighborhoods. 
It is estimated that thero havo been no less 
thun ono hundred cold blooded usaasainu- 
tions committed in this State, directed by 
tho "white-cups," within tho last twelve 
months. The criminal court calendars are 
crowded with cases, but convictions are 
rare, for tho reason that thero can be no 
witnesses found who will testify against 
them. They havo forced all nuighbora not 
in harmony with them to move out, under 
tho penalty of death, und where a negro 
happens to incur their enmity nothing short 
of death will satisfy them. Oliijera of the 
law aro powerless. 

The comment which Frank Leslie's news- 
paper makes upon the above passage is : 
" What a picture is this of our boasted 
civilization, and what a commentary upon 
the shotgun methods by which the South 
bus been held in subjection to a malignant 
partisan uutocrucy. No American can con- 
template such a condition of ufl'uirs without 
profound humiliation und regret, und with- 
out a feeling of sympathy, moreover, for the 
people who aro exposed to the horrors of 
lynch- law government."

The Royal Mail steamship Wurrimoo, on 
her third trip from Sydney, New South 
Wales, arrived iu yesterday afternoon, 
tying up at the Outer wharf shortly aftor li 
o'clock. Sho was, if anything, ahead of 
time, notwithstanding unusual doluys ex- 
perienced on tho way. Tho Wurrimoo camo 
in in command of First Officer R. E. 
Arundel), for, though Lieut. J. C. Arthur, 
R. N. R., wub on board, it was simply us a 
passenger, he having been romoved ou tho 
urrivul of his ship at Sydney, presumably 
on account of the trouhlo ut Victoria on tho 
last trip, over the freight for this port, 
which, in carrying out the agents' ordors, 
he hud to take up to Vancouver, It 
is supposed that the agents represented 
to tho steamship company that the 
captain waB to blame, und that Manager 
James Hutldart accepted their statement 
rulherthun thatof thecouncilof tho B.C. Board 
of Trade ut Victoriu, whoaent him a message 
stating that Captain Arthur was altogether 
blameless. First Officer Perry, of tho 
Miowera, being tho next in seniority in tho 
company's service, will, it is expected, tuke 
the command of the Wurrimoo. This was 
tho understanding when the vessel left 
Sydney, and accordingly Mr. Perry hus 
come on from llonolulu, where ho was with 
tho unfortunate steamer. No official in- 
tructions have come for him, however. 
Captain Arthur, besides being a capable 
officer, was exceedingly popular wilh all on 
board bis vessel, which ho bus commanded 
since she left the builders' yard. Ho went 
on to Vancouver, where he had established 
Mrs. Arthur und tlu ir ohlldrcn, who camo 
out from Scotland in timo to join him on 
his last trip. 

The Warrimoo had a small passenger list, 
which ia as follows : Mrs. Rothwell and 
family, Mrs. Knight, Mias Adams, Mrs. 
Scartli, Miss Sourth, Captain Arthur, 
Captain l'erry, Dr. Murray, Messrs. 
McAdoo, Diet'z, Curtis, Mr. and Mrs. 
Byrno and family, Miss Shields, Mr. 
and Mrs. Pearce and family, Mis. Lul- 
ham, MessrB. Wineberg, Kroglo, Wray, 
Mason, Commock, Liddell, Juckson, II. 
Dunn, J. Dunn, Sueddon, Allan, Wyburn, 
Goodman, Dawson, Hurvey, Fernandez, 
Pina, L*mba, Dunscombe, Moorcroft, 
Gritlin, Lyons, Surrey, McKinnon, Twy- 
man, Wicklin, Hollery, Choug. 

Tho cargo was of the usual description, 
there being great quuntities of bananas 
from Honolulu ; und from Sydnoy a mis- 
cellaneous cargo of frozen mutton, pre- 
served meats, sugar, wool, etc., tho list be- 
ing as follows : For Victoria— 1 ,300 crates 
•100 bunches bananas, 15 crateB pines, 11 
cases honoy, 2-f cases wine, 00 cases fruit, 7 
cases moats and 27 bundles skins. For 
Vancouver— 509 cases meat, 145 casoa fruit, 
20 carcases mutton, 8 balea skins, 172 bales 
wool, 29 cases wine, 1S7 bunches bananas, 
302 boxes do, 18 boxes pines, 12 boxes 
honey, 150 bags sugar, 2,000 bags rico and 
85 sacks bran. In this list there is included 
tho imperishable curgo of tho stranded 
Miowera, taken on at Honolulu. 

Tho abstract of tho log kindly made for 
the Colonist by Purser T. B. Young, is as 
follows : 

Left Sydney at 5.27 p.m. on Wednesday, 
1 Sth October ; 22nd rouuded Wulpole Island 
at 9.28 a.m.; 24th, Btopped off Rotumah 
Islaud ut 5 HO p.m., loaving at 05 p.m. ; 
25th, stopped off Funafuti laland at 1 .'!0 
p.m., proceeding at 2 15 p.m., and urrived 
at Honolulu on Tuesday, .'Hat, at noon, 
leaving again tho following morning at 9 
o'clock. Arrived off Capo F.attery at 9 HO 
a.m. on Sth November, and berthed at Vic 
toria wharf at 2.10 p in. on same day. 
From Sydney to tho equator moderato to 
fresh northerly winds and fine weather were 
experienced, the lino boing crossed at 1 
p m. on Thursday, 20th Fresh to strong 
rainy trudo winds were met with from ihni. 
point to Honolulu. Experienced strong 
northeast winds with high head sea till 4th, 
theco moderate to fresh westerly winds 
with dull weather und high sea to Capo 
Flattery. Dull, misty weather in tho 
Straits. 

The numerous Btops recorded, at tho 
islands in tho South seas, were made with u 
view to looking for aomo truce of the Mio- 
wera, which h.d not been heard from when 
the Wurrimoo left Sydney, and it waa a mat- 
ter of surprise therefore to all on board when, 
upon approaching Honolulu, they beheld the 
sister ship high upon tho treucnerous reef. 
The vessel is still very little damaged, only 
her falao bottom being penetrated, but alio 
lies in a position ao exposed that if not ro- 
moved within a few weeks the heavy gales 
expected may break her to pieces. It is said 
that sho could be very eusily floated but for 
tho fact that there are not ut Honolulu any 
of tho neceaaary appliances. Some of tho 
crew havo returned to Sydney by tho 
Mariposa, and the rest will go by the Wur- 
rimoo on hoi- return trip. It acorns that 
Capt. Stott had no idea that he was nearly 
so close in as ho wub, and that tho red and 
green lights on shoro were obscured by tho 
musts und Bails of vessels in the harbor ; 
otherwise thcro could have been no mistake 
about the matter. Photographs were taken 
of tho Miowera in tho position in which hIio 
went on tho reef, and Unit in which sho now 
lies, and a number of theso havo been 
brought by tho p»aoongers and officers of 
tho Wurrimoo. * 

Dr. Geo. H. Duncan, tho medical health 
officer ol Victoria, returned on tho War- 
rimoo, having made the round trip to Syd- 
ney. Ho reports the experience ub a very 
enjoyable ono.

" RECENT ASTRONOMY." 

Second Lecture In the St. .Iolin'8 Church 
Series, Delivered by Rev. Porclval 
Jenns. 

In addition to the attraction of a lecture 
on astronomy by Rev. Mr. Jenns, ut St. 
John's schoolroom lust evening, thoro wus 
anexcollentmusicalprogrammo that wus well 
rendered and much enjoyed by tho audi- 
ence. Tho lecturer, who has made a special 
study of his BUbject, presented it in a highly 
interesting manner, clothing it in such 
language as could bo comprehended by the 
ordinury intelligent person. Tho title was 
" Recent Astronomy. " 

Rev. Mr. Jenns in beginning, remarked 
that tho discovery of America, -100 yeara 
ago, first convinced man that tho laws of 
nature, as known in tho old world, hold 
good over the entire planet. Two thou- 
sand ine hundred years before one of tho 
wiso men Greoco who held tho Ionic chair 
of philosophy at Athens, taught that there 
wus moro worlds than one, und that tho 
moon was a globe like our earth. Pytha- 
goras shortly after boldly inculcatod tho 
aame doctrine, and doclured tho moon wub 
inhabited, and that tho wandering stars 
were globes like our earth, and tho sun was 
the centre of the systom. Galileo's tele- 
ecopo confirmed tho guessss of the Greek 
astronomers, and Newton proved that tho 
lawa of gravity and motion ua known to us, 
held in those distant orbs. 

In tho last century the earth becamo 
better known; the elements were discovered. 
This century has been marked by the 
discovery of the indistructability of forco or 
onergy. Only of luto years has it been 
proved that theeo too pertain to distant 
worlds. Strange to say, we are now able 
to give the geography of distant worlds, 
ascertain tho composition of their seas and 
atmospheres, and the elements that enter 
in'o tho composition of tho sun. 

After this introduction tho lecturer pro- 
ceeded to describe tho present date of our 
knowledge regarding some of the members 
of tho solar system. He began with the 
moon aa being nearer — ao near in fact that 
hero telescopes bring it within forty miles 
of our earth. From charts ho described the 
volcanic structuro of its Buiface; craters 
without number, many being 100 miles 
acrosB. He showed bow it is an old worn 
out world, 210,000,000 years older thun the 
earth, though actually i made at the same 
time. It hus no water or perceptible air— 
sevcrul proofB of this were given. Tho dark 
rooks of tho moon givo no more 
light than granite or porphyry. The 
bo called aeua are dry, tho water 
having long sunk below tho surface. 
Ab the lunar year has but eleven days, tho 
sun at midduy ruises tho surfaco beyond tho 
boiling point of water, while tho cold at 
midnight is audi that our arctic regions are 
hot in comparison. 

Ho next proceeded to deacribe tho planet 
Mara, und showed a large map of the planet 
with continents and seas named, describod 
the changes of the seasons and the amount 
of snow fall. 

After giving an account of what spectrum 
anulysis hud done to enlarge our knowledge 
of the sun, he stated that tho amount of 
light Riven out is equal to 2,500,000,000,000,- 
000,000.000,000 of the best electric lights. 
Had tho sun no atmosphere this would bo 
4jj greater. Ho proceeded at some length 
to account for the origin of this heat and 
light — thut tho crust of our earth speaks of 
100,000,000 of years of sun wont, und that 
thu heat emitted in ono second is as great 
as that which would como from the com- 
plete combustion of 16,400,000,000 tons of 
unthrucito coal. 

Tho next loeture will he given on tho 
evening of tho 22nd inst., by Rev. Canon 
Boanlanda ; subject, "Ancient Coins."

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PUBLIC SCHOOL BOARD. 



Business Transacted at the Kegular 
Monthly Meeting 1 of the 
Trustees. 

South Ward School Sewer Delayed 
by Misunderstanding of Civic 
Officials. 

The School Hoard hold their regular 
monthly meeting luat evening, thcro being 
present besides tho Seerotary, B. Williams, 
Trustees Yates, Biahop, Lovell and Hay- 
ward, the latter in the chair. 

After the reading and adoption of tho 
minutes of the last meeting, a number of 
applications by insurance agents for the in- 
surance on tho new school buildings wero 
read and referred to Meaara. Lovell and 
Saunders, us a special committee, with 
instructions to divide tho insuranuo fairly 
among the various companies. 

A letter waa re,.d from a Mr. Staadthagen 
offering to supply the children of tho Cen- 
tral school with tea nnd coffee at 5c. a cup, 
and sandwiches at tho samo price, if a room 
waa given him free. Tho communication 
was received and tiled, and tho Seerotary 
instructed to reply that there waa no ac- 
commodation to be given. 

Prom tho police commissioners a letter 
waa received informing tho Hoard that they 
consider that Sergeant Hawton ucted in a 
proper manner in viaiting tho boys' central 
school on the 5th October and taking away 
the catapults then found in the pupils' 
possession, and that the officer denied hav- 
ing searched the pupils for knives and 
stolen property. If tho trustees desired a 
further inquiry an explicit charge over a 
signature should bo made. Received and 
filed. 

In regard to request from VV. Ridgway 
Wilson, as to the position of blackboards in 
the new schools, it waa decided to have 
blackboards on two sides of each of the 
roomH. 

J. G. Rrown, contractor, wrote to Mr. 
Ewart, tho architect, stating that the delay 
in completing tho lavatories in tho Central 
echool was due to the plumbing not being 
finished by a tub contractor on account of 
certain goods not arriving from St. Louia. 
Ho asked, for an extension of time and a 
certificate of work. 

Mr. Ewart, who was present, said that ho 
had no authority to give a certificate of 
work, und he reforred tho matter to the 
Board. Perhaps they might see their way 
clear to deal leniently with the contractor. 

The contract, on being read, showed that 
the time for finishing tho work was up on 
October 31, and the contractor was liablo to 
§5 a day for all time over. 

Trustee Yates moved, seconded by 
Trustee Lovell, that the architect be in- 
formed that Mr. Brown is expected to com- 
plete his contract as 6oon as possible. This 
was carried. 

An application from Right Rev. Bishop 
Cridgo for the use of Spring Ridgo Bchool 
for services on Sunday was granted. 

Tho principal of the Spring Ridgo school 
recommended that the fourth di«ision bo 
given a short recess in the afternoon, and 
that certain chaDgea in desks, to givo more 
room to tho children, bo made. 

On Trustee Yates' motion, both requests 
wero granted if the Department agrees to 
the firat. 

Some slight repairs to the school buildings 
wore authorized. 

An invitation to attend meetings of the 
Teachera' Association waa received with 
thanks. 

Several applicitions for the position of 
teacher wero received and laid on the table, 
as well as several from would be jinitors. 

The aecretury reported that tenders for 
the sowers at the South ward achool wero 
opened at a epecial meeting on the 22nd 
inat., and the contract awarded to Mr. H. 
H. McDonald, the lowest tenderer. The 
action of the president in signing the con- 
tract was sustained. 

A letter from Mr. Ridgway Wilson Baid 
that the City Engineer would not givo 
permission to allow the contractor to open 
up Macluro street to lay the South ward 
sewix Tho secretary read the resolution 
of the City Council giving permission. 

Ikobtee Yates thought, perhaps, tho 
resulution had not been Bhown the City En- 
gineer, who might not yet be aware of its 
passage 

On motion of Trustee Yatea, the chair- 
man was requested to Bee Mr. Wilmot and 
other officials to settle the misunderstand- 
ing that seemed to exist. 

The secretary announced that a special 
meeting had been called to open the tenders 
inv ited for the work of filling in, levelling 
and building restuining walls and fences at 
the North Ward school. A quorum had 
not attended, and so, tho tenders 
having been oponed, action upon 
tfuini had been deferred until 
the present regular meeting. Tho highest 
offer received waa about §8,000. and tho 
lowest in the neighborhood of $5,000. The 
lowest tenderer suggested, however, several 
changes in the specifications, which would 
reduco the cost of tho work to §.1,500. 

Trustee LOVELL expressed surprieo at 
the fieurcs presented. He advised that tho 
work be held in abeyance for a timo ut 
least, as no one hud anticipated that tho 
work would involve anything lilt's the ex- 
penditure suggested. Even the lowest sum 
mentioned was too much to pay out at pres- 
ent. Ha thought tho work should not be 
undertaken until the completion of tho 
school. 

Trustee Yates udvoted tho immediate 
prosecution of the work. The tenders he 
considered quite in accord with tho esti- 
mate of tho committee, and ho moved the 
reforonco of tho matter back to the commit- 
tee to mako the alterations suggested if they 
thought desirable und awa/d tho contract. 

Trustee Lovkm. did not think tho depth 
of filling mentioned waa absolutely required 
— for tho present at least. 

After a little more discussion tho matter 
waa laid over until a full meeting could be 
called. 

Tho following report of achool attendance 
for the month was rend : Average daily at- 
tendance, 1,603 54; average actual attend- 
ance, 2,640 61; pupila attending, 1,935} 
average per teacher, -16. 

A number of bills were referred to the 
Finance committee to pay if found correct. 

Tho next question that came up was an 
explanation by Mr. Wilson, tho contractor 
for iron beams at the South Ward school. 
Ho had, ho oaid, mado a mistake in hia 
tender by estimating on four beams of 
lighter weight than the specifications called 
for. 

Tho chairman remarked that tho architect 
considered that if tho light ones were used 
thoy would not mako any material differ- 
ence in tho strength of tho building. 

Upon thia understanding it was decided 
to authorize the architect to accept the 
light beams, tho contractor to allow to tho 
Board tho difference between tho eodt of the 
bourns accepted and tho heavier ones speci- 
fied in tho contract. 

This concluded tho business beforo tho 
Board, which adjourned at 10 o'clock.

Captain Jacohsen's Schooner will Bo 
Tried in the Vice Admiralty 
Court- 



Tug - "Lome" Afruiti Vanquishes Her 
Rivals -Arrival of 
the "Fly." 



Under instructions of Captain Harry 
Hughes-Hallott, R N , of H.M.S. Gurnet, 
tho sealing 6cuooner Minnie wus seized at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning by tho marshal 
of tho British Columbia vice Admiralty 
court for an alleged violation of the 
" Behring Sea (North Pacific) Act, 1893." 
The case will shortly ba heard in tho court 
when Hon.^C. E. Pooley, Q.C., will con- 
duot tho prosecution for the Crown. It 
will bo remembered that the Minnie was 
ono of the vessels seized early this year by 
a Russian cruiser for hunting seals within 
unlawful territory around Copper Island. 
She was then informed by the Russian 
officers that aho had better proceed to 
Yokohama. InBtead of acting on this ad- 
vice tho Minnie returned homo and has 
sinco remained hero. She ia owned by 
Captain Victor Jaeobsen, of this city, but 
was commanded by Captain J. Mohrhouao 
at tho time of her Beizuro. Tho exact 
charge brought againBt tho Minnie is not 
announced, but it is proaumod that the case 
arises out of her operations on the Rusaian 
side. 

THE " LOUS' E " IS QUEES. 

In towing tho bark Richard III up to 
Nanaimo on Monday night la9t, the tug 
Lome experienced Borne very bad weather 
off Discovery Point, in which her 8kylight 
was smashed and other trifling damage dono. 
Bad weather, however, did not prevent her 
proceeding, and she reached Nanaimo four 
hours ahead of tho American tug Tyheo, 
which was almoBt abreast of her off the 
Point. Thia again distinguishes the Lome 
as u magnificent tug boat, aa tho Tyhee is 
almoat her equal in size, being only about a 
ton lighter than her superior. The two 
burka in tow are also of about tho same reg- 
ister. Tho Vancouver tug Active, which 
had the bark Seminole in tow at tho same 
timo und place as tho other tugs, was 
obliged to return to Royal Roads, her start- 
ing place, owing to the heavy weathor. 

THE "WALLA WALLA " AGAIN RUNNINO. 

The steamship Walla Walla, which has 
been in tho San Francisco drydoek for the 
past aix weeka being overhauled, arrived 
from tho Coast metropolia last evening. She 
has been thoroughly renovated while in 
dock and is now in the beBt of condition. A 
new rudder poat was put in her during her 
repairs and her muohinery was oIbo 
put in good running order. Tho 
Umatilla will now go in dock for 
a similar overhauling, which aho ia badly in 
need of. There wero 21 cabin passengers out 
of a total number of 3S left the Walla 
Walla here. The ship also brought 139.7-10 
tons of cargo for Victoria. 

DOWN* FROM THf. NORTH. 

After spending several weeka in the 
North, the steamer C-iriboo und Fly re- 
turned to port yesterday with a cargo of 
1,200 caaes of salmon, 1,700 feet of lumber 
and 12,000 feet of spruce. She reports 
large game us being plentiful in tho North. 
Tho steamer Caledonia had just returned 
from a trip up the Skeena when the Fly 
started for Victoria, and tho Danube was 
met at Rivers Inlot and tho Boaoowitz at 
Haddington Island, when the Fly was on 
her way home. Tho steamer just urrived 
encountered very rough weather on her way 
home. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tug Estelle brought down the Govern- 
ment dredge, which has been working on 
Nichol rock, to Eequimalt harbor yesterday. 
Tho dredge has been purchased by a Vic- 
torian, who will, it is understood, use her 
for other purposes than dredging.

P. Cus- 
men, of Lansing, and Timoitiy Mulcahy, of 
Williamson, were the moBt seriously in- 
jured. |]; The engineer lost his bearings in a 
heavy fog and passed Delta, whero he had 
orderB to stop, without knowing it. 

Chicago, Nov, 8 —A Rock Island paBsen- 
ger train, leaving tho Union depot at fi:50 
p. m., struck a suburban train at 71st 
street. Tho rear eir of the suburban train 
was wrecked, and it is reported that three 
porsona were killed and twolvo to fifteen in- 
jured.

PrepariiiK' Auotber Attempt to Float 
tho " Mlowera "—Royalists 
Feeling: Confident 

(Correspondence of Associated Pross.) 
Honolulu, H. L, Nov. 1, 1893.— Chief 
Juatioe Idu and Land Commissioner Cham- 
bers, who passed hero by tho Mariposa en 
routo to Samoa, aro authority for tho atato- 
ment that Cleveland will recommend a sort 
of protectorate for Hawaii undor tho form of 
a now treaty, which will bo sont to tho 
Senato in next December. Mr. Chambora 
made the statement that Cleveland would 
recommend to tho Proviaionul Government 
that an election to settle tho form of the 
now government under tho treaty should bo 
held, with an income qualification fixed at 
$1,000. When tho matter was brought to 
the attention of President Dolo and mem- 
bers of the Government, the opinion wub ex- 
pressed that such an arrangement would be 
satisfactory. Chief Justice Ido confirmed 
the statements made by Chambers, und in- 
timated that the Un'tud States did not in- 
tend to let go of either the Hawaiian Islands 
or Samoa. This was Cleveland's Pacific 
policy, and would bo carried out to tho 
loiter. 

Tho Planters' Labor and Supply Company 
mot day before yesterday und adjourned to 
December 4 to give planters from the other 
islands timo to got here Tho delay is 
caused by tho sugar crop coining off earlier 
this year by a month than usual. Tho sec- 
retary stated that important questions 
would cjiiio before tho present meeting and 
a full attendance was desired. It is believed 
that tho qn»«rinn of Chinese labor and its 
relation to annexation will be discussed ut 
tho mooting.

Tho 
Northfiold minora will return to 
work in tho morning, having this afternoon 
accepted Superintendent Robins' proposi- 
tion, which was comparatively tho same us 
that made to tho Nanaimo men, and accept- 
ed by them on Monday, when a twenty- 
per cent, reduction was enforced hero.

LUilBEli FOR AUSTRALIA. 

The Chief Importer of New South Wulcs 
ilere to Arrange for a Supply. 

Mr. J. A. Curtis, timber merchant of 
Sydney, N.S. W.,waa a passenger by the 
Warrimoo. He c*me over to British Col- 
umbia for the purpose of making urrange- 
men's, if poaailile, for hia total mipp'y ol 
lumber, and, aa he ia tho chief importer of 
that urticle into N.S. W., the amount is a 
considerable one. To a Colonist repre- 
sentative he statid that there was no ques- 
tion but thut tho timber if this Province 
was tbe best on the Cn.iBr, hut greater care 
must be exerci-ed iu tho selection for 
shipment. Ton much lumber containing sap 
was shipped to tti« Australian market. If 
a thoroughly good article was aont there 
was no reason why B itish Columbia should 
not Ntcti-M tho control of tho Australian 
lumber i ride, for tho Australians preferred 
to deal here. Australia wua a large importer 
of doors, taking 120,000 annually, and if 
British Columbia manufacturers would 
make a door to suit tho trade 
in atylo und price, they could 
aecuro this branch of trudo which 
wt.a now monopolized by Sau Francisco. 
Mr. Curtia will investigate tho sources of 
supply for his special business while iu the 
Province, and hopes to make aatiafactory 
arrangements. 

Ah tho criticium of prominent visitors ia 
expected, it may interest Victorians to 
know that Mr. Curtis was amazed at tho 
disreputable appearance of Victoria streets. 
Ho said that the most unimportant town iu 
hia colony had better paved und cleaner 
streets. He wan delighted with tho beauti- 
ful situation of Victoria and thought it 
might bo mudo a most, pleasant place of 
residence if sanitary mutters received better 
attention.
